On June 25 th, 43 children 
along with 2 Chaperones from 
the country of Belarus will be 
passing through the Custom 
doors at Pearson International 
Airport. The charitable orga- 
nization, Quinte’s Children of 
Chernobyl have arranged for 
the transportation, visa’s and 
emergency medical insurance 
in order to make this happen. 
15 of these children will be re- 
siding with Quinte area fami- 
lies for an 8 week respite from 
the contaminated areas from 
which they live. 

Children who reside in vil- 
lages that suffered from the nu- 
clear fallout of Chernobyl’s 1986 
melt down along with a num- 
ber of orphans from various 
orphanages from Belarus who 
haye lost families resulting from

this disaster. Quinte's Children 
of Chernobyl was originally 
formed in 1998 in Belleville as 
a corporation with their goal 
to assist Chernobyl children 
victims by giving them an op- 
portunity to get away from the 
living conditions which they 
face everyday. In 1999 Quinte’s 
Children of Chernobyl received 
charitable status as recognized 
by Revenue Canada and are 
to issue tax receipts for dona- 
tions. 

“While the children are here, 
they receive medical and dental 
care by some of the Quinte area 
doctors and dentists. Most of the 
children who come to Canada 
show symptoms of the radiation 
with pale skin, undernourished 
bodies, unhealed open sores, 
some nauseated and some with 
bad coughs and most with poor

teeth.” says Brenda Vader, Di- 
rector and Treasurer for the 
Quinte Children of Chernobyl. 
Brenda with her family have 
sponsored many children over 
the years and it has been their 
own children who become the 
linguists. Although interpret- 
ers are also brought over to get 
through the language barrier, 
in case of emergencies, Brenda 
adds, “Children have a way of 
knowing; it’s like being a child 
is a universal language.” 
Quinte’s Children of Cher- 
nobyl raise funds through the 
support of generous support 
groups and service clubs and 
private donations as well. They 
also do various fund raising 
activities such as car washes, 
barbeques and talent shows. 
The money raised in the Quinte 
area is used to offset the cost of

The process of getting a child 
to Canada is by first sending 
the Canadian Embassy and a 
registered volunteer organiza-

Making travel arrangements 
for the children in Belarus to 
get to and from their homes 
to the airport and return are 
just part of what is required 
of the organization. All of this 
is done with the money raised 
by host families. The cost of 
bringing a child to Canada is 
aprrox. $1,500.00 for a child 
under 12 and $1,700.00 for a 
child over 12. 

“ We are proud to say that 
there are no paid salaries in our 
organization, just a good group 
of dedicated and caring indi- 
viduals who have the child's best 


interest in mind.” Brenda reit- ~ 


erated that these children, eas- 
ily loved, become an extended 
part of families. 

‘This past April, two individu- 
als from the Belleville area, Far- 
ley Vader and Mark Suddard 
who have with their families 
hosted children for a number 
of years, had visited Belarus to 
help make arrangements for the 
children’s trip this summer and 
to make contact and new rela- 
tionships with different orphan- 
ages. While they were there they 
visited the village of Nemerszha 
where a good number of the 
children reside. Nemerszha is 
a small village just north of the 
Ukraine border and received a 
large amount of nuclear fall- 
out. “We chose this area be- 
cause it was a small commu- 
nity that received little or no 
assistance and are miles away 
from major medical facilities.

“It's so touching to 
meet the families and 
children and to feel the 
appreciation.” Farley 
who has visited sev- 
eral times finds the 
experience an emo- 
tional roller coaster. 
In the past he has had the op- 
portunity along with President 
Ray Finkle to travel within 20 
kms of Chernobyl visiting evac- 
uated villages which remain as 
ghost towns. 


They also have seen villages 
that had previously been un- 
occupied since Chernobyl but 


are now inhabited by some of 


the older people that had once 
occupied some of the homes 
there prior. When asked why 
they would move back even 
knowing the risk involved they 
would all reply the same. “ It 
is our home, our life of many 
years. We haven't the resources 
to stay elsewhere. We might as 
well die with our memories of 
our family here. We are old and 
not much life left anyway.” 
“After the experience of see- 
ing what the circumstances are 
really like and what these people 
have to face and seeing what 
they have in material things to 
deal with the problems they face, 
we can't turn our backs on this 
problem. We're in this project 
for life” Ray Finkle explained

things fall into place. Only then 
we can have the joy of seeing 
those little smiling faces as 
they come through the doors 
at Pearson International as well 
as seeing the joy of the families 
who host them.” says Brenda, 
adding, Most of us have children 
of our own and we all know how 
precious they are to us and our 
family. The same feeling goes 
for the families of these vic- 
timized children of Chernobyl. 
These children as well as ours 
are the future. We have to try 
to preserve these lives by do- 
ing everything we can so they 
can have a healthy road ahead 
and so they can maybe have 
a chance to better the lives of 
future children and to contin- 
ue the relationships and good 
will of all mankind all over the 
world.

ina Home in Northbrook Ontano 
was transferred to L&A Coun- .. 
ty Genera! Hospital with a life 
threatening illness. On May 16, 
2004, | received a call from the 
hospital that my mother was 
well enough to return.fo the 
nursing home. During the call 
it was stressed to me that she 
was unable to travel by car, and 
that returning by ambulance 
was not an option as the Ontario 
Government no longer covers 
the cost of returning seniors 
to their nursing homes after a 
hospital stay. 

The hospitalsaid they would 
make arrangements for Ad- 
vanced Patient N.ET. Ltd. to re- 
turn my mother to Pine Mead- 
ows. | was then told that this 
company would charge two- 
hundred and fourteen dollars 
($214) for their service, which in- 
cluded a ten dollar ($10) charge 
for oxygen that she would use 
during the trip. Despite my con- 
cerns about the credentials of 
this service, | agreed to this ar- 
rangement because there was 
no other option. 

After paying for her nursing 
home fees, my mother has ap- 
proximately one hundred dol- 
lars ($100) left over each month. 
This amount barely covers the 
cost of her personal items such 
as clothing and toiletries and 
prescriptions that aren't cov- 
ered. Mr. McGuinty, please tell 
me, how the Ontario Govern- 
ment suggest that my mother, 
or any senior citizen in a nurs- 
ing home, are supposed to be 
able to afford a ride home from 
the hospital? On behalf of the 
defenseless seniors of Ontario, 
| urge the Ontario Government 
to reconsider a cutback that has 
clearly been directed at our vul- 
nerable seniors and to be more 
considerate when making fu- 
ture budget decisions.

RICHMOND HILL - A Rich- 
mond Hill-area man has been 
fined $1,000 for distributing 
uninspected meat. The charges 
arose from an investigation by 
the Ontario Ministry of Natu- 
ral Resources (MNR). 

On June 4, 2004 Alfredo Lam- 
berti, of Pottageville, was found 
guilty in the Ontario Court of 
Justice in Richmond Hill for 
violating the Meat Inspection 
Act (Ontario). 

The Court heard that on De- 
cember 20, 2003 Mr. Lamberti 
distributed uninspected lamb 
and goats to a butcher shop in 
the Richmond Hill area. De- 
livery of uninspected meat is 
contrary to regulatioris under 
the Meat Inspection Act (On- 
tario). The meat delivered was 
condemned and disposed of, 
and did not reach consumers. 
Mr. Lamberti was fined $1,000 
plus a victim surcharge levied 
by the courts.

Campbellford--Details are pro- 
tected by an ongoing investiga- 
tion into a complaint relative to 
a fatality, Insp. Mike Johnston, 
the Northumberland Detach- 
ment Commander, revealed 
at a meeting of the Trent Hills 
Police Services Board. 

Insp. Johnston said he is 
hopeful of having the incident 
investigated thoroughly by the 
Professional Standards Bureau 
and charges could be laid under 
the Police Services Act, such as 
neglect of duty.

“They could conduct an in- 
vestigation and perhaps at the 
end of the day it could prove 
that the complaint was unsub- 
stantiated or it could be con- 


firmed? he explained. “Someone 


could eventually face whatever 


penalty is called for under the 
Police Services Act” 

All police officers in Ontario 
are subject to such scrutiny un- 
der the Act, said Johnston. “It 
will be investigated, the find- 
ings will be determined about 
the two officers involved and 
we will be advised” 


Ultimately, the incident could 
go to a Police Seryices Act hear- 
ing headed by an adjudicator. 
The worst-case verdict would be 
dismissal from the force. 

Officers cannot be identified, 
added Insp. Johnston. 

He said this is the first time 
he can recall that an internal 
complaint was lodged in his 
three-year tenure at the Nor- 
thurmiberland OPP Detachment, 


/although he said he is familiar 


with the Professional Standards’ 
process, having once served as 
an investigator.

understand the diseasé at its 
deepest levels.

Municipality must 


address ATV issue 
with new bylaw 


By Rolly Ethier 

Like other municipalities, 
Trent Hills must establish its 
own legislation to determine 
where All-Terrain Vehicles can 
legally travel. 

But Municipal Clerk Shir- 
ley Preston says Council is not 
expected to deal with the issue 
before the Trans Canada Trail 
is opened between Campbell- 
ford and Hastings within a few 
months. 

ATVs came up for discussion 
at the June 24th Police Services 
Board meeting after Staff Sgt. 
Doug Borton, the OPP Opera- 
tions Manager, revealed that the 
Emergency Response Team was 
planning ATV patrols through- 
out all detachment areas. 

Because of new ATV regula- 
tions, said Staff Sgt. Borton, the 
OPP is looking at developing 
a long-range provincial plan 
dealing with these controver- 
sial vehicles. 


Ins. Mike Johnston said the 
major problems with ATVs 
as far as police enforcement is 
concerned include trespassing, 
driving on prohibited roads, the 
element of liquor and drivers 
refusing to wear safety equip- 
ment, including helmets. 

Each Municipality, added 
Borton, must regulate where 
ATVs can travel. 

“Secondary roads are custom- 
ary because that’s traditionally 
where we see them but a munici- 
pality can determine if it wants 
the vehicles on County roads 
as opposed to township roads,” 


he said. “There is a struggle go- " 


ing on right now froma polic- 


ing standpoint but we hope to 
have a standardized bylaw in 
place by next spring.” 

The Staff Sgt. said Haliburton 
Highlands currently has imple- 
mented an effective bylaw to 
govern the use of ATVs 


Mrs. Preston said one of the 
main thrusts of an ATV bylaw 
is to have vehicles access the 
trails. Technically before the 
regulation, she said, it was il- 
legal for ATVs to cross a main 
road and that is one of the prime 
reasons for legislation. 

Insp. Johnston said North 
Kawartha has a bylaw in place

governing ATVs to cross High- 
way 28. 

Committee member Brenda 
Lackey asked about the poli- 
cy in place for- seniors driving 
handicapped vehicles such as 
scooters and wheelchairs on 
roads. 

Staff Sgt. Borton said these 
vehicles are exempt under the 
disability act and police officers 


can only legally charge them if 
they are on a paved portion of 


the roadway interfering with 
traffic. He said the problem is 
something that has been iden- 


tified to police in a number of 


areas.

Alderville - There's a treasure 
hidden in Alnwick/Haldimand 
Township and, while the pub- 
lic is invited to share its beauty, 
there are some rules by which 
you must abide. The treasure 
is the Alderville First Nation's 
Black Oak Savanna/Tallgrass 
Prairie conservation project.

Beaver explained, “so an overture

Test confirms crow 
positive for West 
Nile virus 


Hastings & Prince Edward Counties - A second test has Con- , 


firmed West Nile virus in a crow presumed positive in North 
Hastings. This is the first bird confirmed positive in the area 
this year. 

The Hastings & Prince Edward Counties Health Unit an- 
nounced the presumed positive finding on June 24. The Health 
Unit has determined that the crow was in LAmable in the Town- 
ship of Faraday, not in the Dungannon Ward of Bancroft as 
previously stated. 

West Nile virus infection can result when a mosquito bites an 
infected bird and then bites a human. Although less than one per 
cent of people bitten by an infected mosquito develop West Nile 
virus disease, the effects can be very serious, even fatal. 

“Everyone who is active and outside during the summer 
months such as gardening, golfing, walking or camping, should 
take precautions to avoid mosquito bites,’ said Dave Dodgson, 
a supervisor in the inspection department at the Hastings& 
Prince Edward Counties Health Unit. 

“While the risk of transmission of West Nile virus to humans 
is low, we advise people to protect themselves against mosqui- 
toes,” said Dodgson. People should wear long-sleeved shirts, long 
pants, socks and shoes when outdoors in the evening or early 
morning. Choose insect repellents that contain DEET, no greater 
than 30 per cent for adults and no greater than 10 per cent for 
children age two to 12. In addition to taking personal protec- 
tive measures, residents can also take steps to reduce mosquito 
breeding areas. Remove or change all standing water around the 
home by turning over or removing containers that hold water, 
and change water in birdbaths every few days.

in less than a century?) But most European countries are run 
as perpetual minority-coalition governments ineffective as ac- 
complishing anything réally substantial. 

‘Those governments can't afford to make any of the hard de- 
cisions that leaders must make on a regular basis for the long- 
term good of their country. They instead must accommodate the 
many different voices that hold their coalition together. 

Of course, maybe this isn’t so different than how our govern- 
ments work now. When the issues get too dicey they just skip ‘em. 
Our government especially ignores its role to make policy on al- 
most any social issue — we haven't had an abortion law for almost 
a decade, and same-sex marriage will be the same thing. 

“Ignore it and it won't bite you,” Canadians say as they rear- 
range the carp¢t and lock the skeletons in the closet. We shall 
see. We shall see.

Watch out during turtle nesting season 
Do Not Disturb 


Ontario residents will see a dra- 
matic increase in the numbers 
of turtles seen and killed on On- 
tario roads and highways. 


This is nesting season and 
the vast majority of turtles on 
the roads are females who have 
left the safety of their wetland 
homes to nest. They are using 
their long-term memory to find 
the same nesting site year af- 
ter year, and will take the same 
route regardless of what dan- 
gers await them. 


Many of these turtles are 
grandmothers but are still able 
to reproduce. Very few eqgs that 
are laid ever hatch and few of 
these hatchlings ever reach ma- 
turity. With turtle populations 
declining in Ontario and six of 
eight species in danger of dis- 
appearing from the province 
forever, they need all of the help 
they can get. 


And there is a good reason 
for Ontario residents to help.” 


With the cottage and summer 
tourist season upon us, all of 
us Can appreciate the need for 
clean beaches and swimming 
areas. 

Snapping turtles in particu- 
lar are very important for our 
beach areas. They are avid con- 
sumers of carrion and aquati¢ 
vegetation, keeping our beaches 
free of dead and rotting fish and 
taking a big bite out of aquatic 
weeds. 


Once thought to have a nega- 
tive impact on game fi fish and wa- 
terfowl, researchers Rave proven 


. this is not the case. These food 


sources are only a small part of a 
snapping turtles diet. But don't 
leave your hard-earned catch 
on a Stringer for any length of 
time, or you will be inviting a 
turtle to dinner! 


Cottagers and tourists can 
also put their minds at ease if 
they are nervous about sharing 

stheir favourite swimming area 


“with a snapping turtle. Turtles 


in the water will quietly swim 
away from people and bites are 
extremely rare. 

And don't worry about count 
ing your children’s fingers and 
toes - one researcher stated he 
would rather be bitten by a snap- 
ping turtle than a chipmunk, and 
he has been bitten by both. The 
average snapping turtle weighs 
less than the average household 
cat and the structure of its jaws 
give it less biting strength than 
a small dog. To avoid being bit- 
ten all you need to do is leave 
them alone. 


If you wish to move a turtle 
you can use a wide shovel and 
gently scoop it up or push it. 
Never ever stop in traffic or place 
yourself at risk to move a turtle! 
Always move a turtle in the di- 
rection it is traveling. 


Don’t mess with a lady in la- 
bour! These turtles have one 
thing on their mind and they 
don't want to be frightened or 
harassed by well-meaning peo- 


ple. if you see a turtle nesting, 
watch quietly from a safe dis 

tance The turtle will be able to 
deposit her eqqs safely and you 
will be able to witness an event 
that has been happening for 
hundreds of millions of years 

Children who see a turtle are 
usually quite enthralled with 
them and it is only natural to 
want to study them up close, 
but please don't pick them up! 
if they are disturbed they may 
leave the nesting site without 
depositing their eggs at all. 

Never ever take a turtle home 
with you. We get many phone 
calls from people who have 
seen turtles taken home and 
placed in a makeshift contain- 
er for their children to watch 
or play with. 

Even temporary captivity can 
be a death sentence for a turtle 
in labour. Turtles cannot con- 
trol their body temperature in 
someone's wading pool. Many 
turtles are tortured and die just 
because people wanted to ob- 
serve them at home.

"You cant have a prairie with- 
out burning,’ said Resident Ecolo- 
gist Amanda Newell sho has been 
Natural Heritage Coordinator 
for the past 14 months. “We've 
got a pretty rigorous burning 
program going on for this old 
field every year for the next four 
or five years. And that's because 
we've really got a very heavy con- 
centration of nonnative species 
- white sweet clover, red clover, 
spotted knapweed - burning helps 
give the competitive edge to our 
native prairie species, she ex- 
plained. “Already we're seeing it 
help; there's higher populations 
of prairie species in this field now

Six weeks later, the black plots 
are thick with prairie species, 
plants that can survive a lot of 
dry, hot weather - Woodland 
Sunflower, Thimbleweed and 
strawberries. 

A tree canopy cover between 
10-35 per cent is considered sa- 
vanna, less than 10 per cent would 
be prairie; 35-60 per cent canopy 
cover would be woodland; and 
above 60 per cent tree cover is 
considered forest. The Alder- 
ville site has everything but for- 
est. What is desired is neither 
too much forest nor too much 
prairie and the forest will always 
want to creep out from the edg- 
es, Rick said. 

“That's what prairies and sa- 
vannas are all about: creative 
tension between laise faire and 
management. Historically, this 
is done by natural means, natu- 
ral fires, and also by prescribed 
burns by the First Nations people 
that were already here.”

“One of the 
main goals for 
the Alderville 
project, be- 
sides restoring 
the overall site’ Amanda ex- 
plained, “is to try to bring back 
the Karner blue butterfly. It was 
last seen in Canada in the early 
1990s and it was previously found 
in stable populations here until 
habitat started getting destruc- 
tive” The Karner blue butterfly’s 
caterpillar depends entirely on 
lupine leaves to survive. 

There are still some popula- 
tions of Karner Blue butterflies 
in Northeast United States. If 
Alderville can establish a sta- 
ble population of blue lupines 
they can bring the Karner Blue 
back. 

“It would be a really cool 


thing to bring back a specie 


that has been extirpated from 
Canada,” Amanda says with a 
wide smile. 

As we walked the site for two 
hours, Rick and Amanda pointed 
out native lupines that are be- 
ing seen in bloom for the first 
time; prairie grasses spend at 
least two years establishing a root 
system that will allow them to 
survive drought conditions be- 
fore sprouting upward. It’s the 
same with most prairie plants, 
Amanda explained; up to 75 per 
cent of the entire bio-mass of the 
prairie or savanna ecosystem is 
underground.

“These types of plants would be 


“more successful in their original, 


pristine habitat'that they evolved 
with,” Rick explained: “Neverthe- 
less, a number of these plants are 
wonderful horticulture choices 
because of their tenacity, their 
great beauty and just the sense 
that they are of this place? 

“Our savannas in pretty good 
shape,” Rick coneluded. 

Groups, including children 
as young as grade 3, are invited 
to visit under the supervision 
of an Alderville guide, spring, 
summer or fall. ‘Two to three 
hour tours through the three- 
km of trails are $100 for groups 
of fewer than 10 people or $10 
per person for larger groups.

Harlowe - Tuff Lll Hughie has 
lived up to his name and over- 
come a near-death experience 
and today is a happy, frisky 
young colt. His survivial is a 
tale of courage and determi- 
nation abetted by the “Tender 
Loving Care” of Bev and Tom 
Blackwell who operate Sasha's 
Legacy Equine Rescue, located 
near Northbrook. 

The young horse was born 
with two deformed rear legs and 
he faced a short, painful life. At 
one point he was almost hauled 
off to an abbitoir but was spared 
that grisly fate by the Blackwells, 
who on learning his condition, 
volunteered to take him in. That 
was earlier this year. 

He was born with contracted 
tendons on both rear legs. The 
contracted tendons resulted in 


his rear feet being pulled up be-

hind his legs, preventing him 
from using his hooves His con- 
dition was so bad he couldnt 
even stand up without help and 
so, spent the first part of his life 
laying down. That of course re- 
sulted in him being badly mal- 
nourished to the point, “he was 
skin and bones,’ Bev said in an 
interview in April. Unable to 
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ll Hughie beats the odds 
d can now ‘walk tall’ 


stand, or even lift his head, he 
developed weeping sores on 
his sides. 

Today the colt has a healthy, 
shiney hide and his sores have 
dried up. He shares a paddock 
with other horses and a young 
mule. He walks fine with the 
help of a specially designed 
pair of horseshoes on a farm 
the Blackwells have in Harlowe. 
Anyone who didn't know his 
history would think he was an 
average healthy young horse. 
But there was a lot of work and 
money spent to give him the 
chance to live a normal life. 

When they first took “Hughie” 
in it took it took eight people to 
load him into a horse trailet and 
six others to carry him into the 
barn, said Tom Blackwell. After 
getting him stabilized the Black- 
wells called in a surgeon from 
Montreal who cut the tendons 
allowing his feet to return to 
their normal position. However, 
due to his malnutrion and his 
weak rear legs he still couldn't 
stand up on his own. 

Knowledgeable about horses, 
the Blackwells knew they had 
to get him to stand up if he was 
to survive. To that end they de- 
signed a sling connected to a 
winch. With the help of neigh-

The Public Health division of the Ontario government has an- 
nounced that three new publicly funded vaccines will be added 
to the recommended schedule of routine childhood immuniza- 
tions - vaccines for chicken pox, meningococcal meningitis and 
pneumococcal disease. 

Starting this month, all high-risk children under five years of 
age can receive the free pneumococcal conjugate vaccine. In 
addition, chicken pox and meningococcal conjugate C vaccine 
will be available free for designated high risk people of all ages 
starting in January 2005. Talk to your doctor or local public health 
unit to find out if your child is eligible.

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Down to Earth Approach to Healing: Organic Herbal Alternatives

Herbalist Marianne Beacon was 
the speaker recently for “Cridling 
Arms’ at Madoc, delnenng a sen 
sible approach to herbal healing, 
for children and adults 
Matianne studied midwifery 
in British Columbia and while 
spending time on the west coast 
was introduced to herbs. Her fas 
cination grew and she appren 
toed with a professional herbal 
ist, learning their healing ways 
first hand. 
As her confidence grew from 


working directly with the plants 
she furthered her studies at a col 
lege. learning the production ot 
making the products and again 
spending time with an herbal 


ist 


“Working with herbs with my 
daughter has been my best expen- 
ence! Mananne Beacon says that 
* she began using herbal treatments 
for her daughter-at an early age. 

“The approach to herbal healing 
does not exclude a need to par- 
ticipate with the medical system, 
the herbalist stressed the need for 
doctors and medical advice, add- 
ing, “but there are ways to help 
support your children before they 
get really sick or ways not getting 
sick so often” 

“The key is really paying at- 


tention to where your kids are 
at.” Marianne told the group at 
Cradling Arms that making chil 


dren aware of the importance of 
something as simple as constipa 
tion is a need to respond. Colds 


can come from non elimination 


and treatment can be simply re- 


ducing “down time” or reducing 
sugar and increasing foods such 
as fermented grain, Miso broth 
used in japanese cooking, 

“What age could you give them 
Miso?” a mother questioned. 

“If they can eat vegetable soup 
broth, ther it is okay” Marianne 
responded adding a slight cau- 
tionionary measure, “Try a little 
at a time when you are first in- 
troducing it” 

“When your child is sick, al- 
low them to eat less.” Marianne 
explained that a child's intuition 
kicks in when they are sck “Digest- 
ing takes more energy. Less food is 
better sometimes. Make sure they 
have enough fluids, but forcing 
them to eat is not good” 

“You want to catch illness early, 
ideally before it becomes an ill- 
ness. [f your child is off, not sick, 
but looking tired or run down, 
it is time to start light duty care” 
Marianne provided a list of sug- 
gestions to follow: reduce sched- 
ule, allow for more down time; re- 
duce rich foods especially dairy; 
reduce or cut out sugar; increase 
sickle foods such as fruit, raw foods, 
miso broth, wholesome comfort 
foods; allow them to eat less; start 
on immune stimulants 3 - 4 times

When your child begins to start 
to display signs of sickness, it is 
time for medium duty herbal treat- 
stimulants, echinacea every two 
hours, and a secondary treatment 
specific to symptoms. 

She suggested a few herbal 
treatments: 

Earache or mild infection - 
Mullein and Garlic Oil 

Warm the oil to body tempera- 
ture by placing the bottle in a glass 
of hot tap water. Place the bottle in 
a small plastic bag to protect the 
label. When the temperature is 
comfortable; let one to two drops 
into your child’ ear as they lay on 
their side. Encourage your child to 
wait a moment, then put a small 
ball of cotton in the ear: Repeat on 
the other side if necessary. 

Gums or Teething Pain - 
Clove Oil 

Put a few drops of oil on 
clean finger and rub on affect- 
ed gums. 

Preventative Treatment & On- 
set of Illness - Echinacea 

For preventative treatment fol- 
low the dosage using three times 
a day. 

For onset of illness, follow dos- 
age using every two hours for first 
one to two days, then three times 
a day for three to seven days. 

Babies - | - 10 drops of tincture 
in a little water 

Children - 5 - 15 drops of tine- 
ture in a little water 

‘Teens - 10 -30 drops of tincture 
in a little water. 

DO NOT USE THIS HERB 
FOR LONG TERM OR PER- 
MANENT USE. It is not toxic, 
but the body needs periodic breaks 
from it. 

Catnip Tincture 

Use the same dosage as echina- 
cea tincture when necessary for 
symptoms of colic, gas, tummy 
ache, fever, insomnia, hysteria or 
overexcitedness. 

Catnip tincture can also be used 
as a rescue remedy for emotional 
support to help calm down during 
upset, anxiety or trauma. Simply 
drop | - 4 drops on the tongue. For 
babies, | drop may be placed on the 
skin. It helps adults as well. 

sAvantguarde 

May be used liberally and fre- 
quently on any skin issue except 
one. DO NOT USE ON POI- 
SON IVY. Used on cleaned cuts, 
scrapes, insect bites, dry skin, ec- 
zema, itchy rashes. It is safe to use 
on lips and eyes. 

Chickweed 

Use for pink eye, swollen or in- 
flamed eyes or sties. Make two “tea 
bags” with cheesedioth. Use about 1 
teaspoon per bag. Put both bags in 
a. cup and pour boiling water over. 
Let steep until tea is cool enough 
a little of the tea into its own bowl 
on a couch or bed, begin by lay- 


ing one tea bag‘on each eye. Al- 
ways return the same bag to the 


same bowl, so not to cross infect ~ 


the eyes. The remainder ofthe tea 
can be drank with a little honey. 
Do this 3 -4 times a day until eyes 
are back to normal. 

Elder & Peppermint Tea - 
Fevers 

Make tea using about one tea- 
spoon per cup of boiling water. Do 
not let steam escape while steeping 
for 15 minutes. Have child drink it 
hot as they can, then bundle them 
up in blankets. For babies, give 
by teaspoonfuls. This helps the 
pores open and allows the body 
to get the sickness and heat out 
through the skin. 

Slippery Elm 

This tonic helps to soothe and 
normalize the mucous membranes. 
Use for sore throats, acidic tum- 


‘mies, diarrhea or constipation. 


Mix a teaspoon of powder with 
similar amount of honey or ma- 


ple syrup. Allow child to eat off 


a spoon. 

Red Raspberry Tea - High in 
Calcium 

Itis high in calcium and is good 
for the digestive tract. It can be used 
asa mouthwash and gargle for can- 
kers or sore throats for diarrhea. 
It is specifically for young girls as 
they are starting their menstrual 
cydes to help regulate. Make a tea 


using | heaping teaspoon per cup 
of water and use as needed or 1 


- 3 cups per day for older child 
or adult. 

When a child is seriously ill, it 
is time to make a decision as to 
whether you are comfortable or 
able to continue herbal care. At 
any point you have the right and 
duty to take your child toa medi- 
cal doctor, even it it is simply for 
reassurance. Remember, a fever is 
useful for killing infection, but “a 
fever that has increased too high or 
is too long can be damaging” The 
herbalist gave examples that may 
suggest a mother should take her 
child to the doctor, as well as emer- 
gency signs to be aware of. 

Marianne suggested taking into 
account the physical, emotional, 
mental and spiritual needs of chil- 
dren. Emotional caring can be ob- 


vious, she said, “give love, caring 
sympathy, and understanding. 
Let them know that their illness 
will pass. Make them feel special. 
It could mean setting up a special 
area with everything they need, 
crafts, books, puzzles, games, or 
some book reading or extra TV. It 
could mean you feed them soup, 
even though the child is 9 years 
old. Someone who feels cared for 
will heal faster” 

Everyone who has ever had a 
2 or 3 year old knows the ques- 
tion, “why?” The herbalist sug- 
gested an honest answer to the 
question of “why do I feel sick?” 
She gave examples for young chil- 
dren with the explanation sim- 
ple, “Germs have gotten into your 
body and are making you feel sick. 
Your body is working very hard 
to kill the germs and that is why 
you feel hot. Mommy is going to 
give you something to help your 
body fight it” 

A ten year old, she acknowledg- 
es, may want to know about white 
blood cells and antibodies, while 
the typical teenager may not be in- 
terested in any explanations. 

Spiritually, everyone has differ- 
ing beliefs, Marianne offered. “It 
is best to choose something you 
are most comfortable with. Some 
possibilities are prayer, quiet con- 
templation, energy work or long 
cuddles on the couch. Allowing 
your child into your space can pro- 
vide a healing opportunity” 

“Any time there is a call for an- 
tibiotics, it is essential to support 
the body by replenishing the ben- 
eficial intestinal bacteria that gets 
depleted by these drugs. It is pos- 
sible to find acidophilus tablets at 
most health food stores or daily 
consumption of yogurt or miso 
will also be beneficial,” 

“With so many choices, finding 
good quality herbs can be tricky. 
Herbalists or Natuopaths often 
have access to quality herbs,’ Mari- 
anne suggested developing a rela- 
tionship with staff at health food 
stores or herbal companies, adding, 
“I feel so strongly that herbs must 
be organic, that I would rather go 
without, if they are not.”

What's going on’ ’ Founder, or laminitis, can be a very serious 
fise: ise and a source of recurrent problems for your horse and you. 

Laminitis can be the result of many situations, the most common of

What happens in laminitis? The laminae are responsible for holding 
the foot bone in place within the hoof wall. When they get inflamed, they 
lose their hold, and the foot bone can start to drop away from the hoof 


wall. 


_ Diagnosis is based on the clinical signs and history; it is important to 
find the reason it happened. X-rays can show if the bone has moved 


within the foot. 


Treatment usually involves decreasing the inflammation in the feet, 
increasing circulation, and providing support to the foot bone. Pain 
medication is important, and so is rest on thick bedding to cushion the 


sole.

Northumberland - More residents in Northumberland will re- 
ceive health care services at home because the provincial govern- 
ment is investing $2.4 million to expand home care, supportive 
housing, and community support services this year. - 

MPP Lou Rinaldi made the announcement on behalf of Health 
and Long-Term Care Minister George Smitherman. 

“Home care, supportive housing and community support 
services offer greater dignity and quality of life for people of 
all ages including seniors and vulnerable people,’ Rinaldi said. 
“After years of under-funding, we are strengthening these ser- 
vices so that people in Northumberland will receive the dedi- 
cated, compassionate care they deserve, in the familiarity of 
their own homes.’ 

The funding announced today includes: 

- $2,367,850 in new funding to Haliburton/Northumberland/ 
Victoria for home care and end-of-life care services; and 

- $115,894 in new funding to community support agencies 
in Northumberland for services like adult day programs, meal 
programs and community transportation as well as support- 
ive housing. 

“We agree with Roy Romanow that home care is the ‘next 
essential service?” said Health and Long-Term Care Minister, 
George Smitherman. “Now, people who are able to receive the 
care they need at home can stay out of hospitals, reducing the 
stress on these institutions.”

But while I personally believe it foolish to smoke (and drink 
excessively for that matter) we have to leave room for people to 
make their own decisions. While I applaud many of the chang- 
es keeping cigarette smoking from curling into my face, I grow 
concerned when I see how quickly society and culture can turn 
on one particular group it deems outcasts. 

At what point do we take the onus of personal responsibility 
away from an individual that we otherwise deem wise enough 
to: vote and help pick the leaders of our country (you knew I 
had to throw that in), drive a motor vehicle, defend our country, 
look after infants and small children, operate on our bodies (yes, 
some doctors smoke) and just about everything else? Govern- 
ments have a role to protect its citizens, even from themselves. 
What is very tricky is determining when they've crossed that 
fine line from protecting into controlling or dictating. 

Here's a thought to contemplate over a warm, rainy summer 
weekend: How, in a society where you can be forced to wear 
a seatbelt, a bicycle helmet, adequate motor cycle protection 
and aren't allowed to congregate where there might be second 
hand smoke, can a woman argue that she has the complete 
right over her own body to decide whether the fetus inside her 
should live or die? 

Is the argument actually about a womans right to control her 
own body or is it really about something totally different?

No smoking by-law 
Legions effected by 
no smoking bylaw 


On June 1, the no smoking 
bylaw came into effect in Pe- 
terborough County. Business 
owners were assured by County 
Council that the bylaw would 
not result in any loss of revenue, 
as the law would be the same 
for all. However, private clubs 
and bingo halls within the City 
of Peterborough were granted 
exemptions. If you travel ten 
miles east or south of Havelock, 
you will have entered a different 
county and private clubs there 
received an exemption. 

Pleas from the Royal Canadi- 
an Legion to be exempted from 
the Peterborough County by- 
law were ignored. Each Legion 
branch is considered by the gov- 
emment to be non-profit private 
veterans clubs. County Council 
decided Legions were not pri- 
vate clubs but“*work places’and 
refused to grant exemptions. In 
the Greater Toronto area, Le- 
gions and private clubs have 
been exempted. 

Our veterans fought for our 
right to be free. They fought for 
some 60 years later, with com- 
plete disregard for the Consti- 
tution, Governing officials are, 
at will, passing and enforcing 
laws even though sections of 
the Constitution strictly forbid 
them to do so. 

The law belongs to us alland 
all laws must comply with the 
Constitution. The Constitution 


does not belong to Parliament 
and Legislatures, it cannot le- 
gally be changed or altered in 
any way. Only the people can 
change the Constitution and 
then only by referendum. As 
good citizens, we are expected 
to obey the laws set out in the 
Constitution. At what moment 
in time did the officials elected 
by us set themselves apart and 
decide that the Constitution 
does not apply to them? 

We believe that we are indeed 
a private club and that we should 
be afforded the same rights as 
the other private clubs and Le- 
gions; that we should have the 
freedom of choice. 

After 22 days of being smoke 
free, the handwriting is on the 
wall - we are suffering. Atten- 
dance in the Club Room and in 
our sports leagues has dropped 
dramatically; bookings and ban- 
quets have been canceled. The 
long term effects from our loss 
of revenue will be felt ina num- 
ber of sectors. Donations to our 
community exceed $30,000 an- 
Nually, plus money raised by our 
Ladies Auxiliary. We wonder if 
the County will fund these wor- 
thy community projects when 
our well runs dry.

“It’s only half as expen- 
sive as touring with the Boss 
Brass,” McConnell says with 
a laugh. 

McConnell says he knows 
the Independence Jazz Re- 
union's bassist Jay Leonhart 
from his days as a top-flight 
music arranger in New York 
in 1964 for legends like singer 
Mel Torme and big band leader 
Maynard Ferguson: 
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“The Reunion plays jazz 
right across the board from 
Dixieland to mainstream,” Mc- 
Connell says. “It’s all about 
giving the audience a happy 
time” 

The Independence Jazz Re- 
union originated in 1957 at uni- 
versity in Philadelphia. Their 
first album, “The Saints Come 
Marching In” was released two 
years later and the band took 
its great blend of jazz, swing 
and Dixie music to Europe. 
They disbanded shortly after 
returning to the U.S. when lead- 
er Rick Lundquist was drafted 
into the Army. 

Piano/vocalist Jeff Haskell is 
now a professor at the Univer- 
sity of Arizona. Dr. Rick Lun- 
dquist is a professor emeritus 
at the State University of New 
York and a Fulbright scholar. 
Drummer John McGhee is a 
vice-president of Japan Airlines 
and bassist Leonhart was three 
times voted top bass player in 
the United States. 

McConnell should fit right in 
with this distinguished group 
of elder statesmen as a mem- 
ber of the Order of Canada, 
and having been awarded an 
Honorary Doctorate by St. 
Francis Xavier University in 
Nova Scotia.

That Blue Green Algae - Safe to Swim? 


Blue-green algae (scientif- 
ic name Cyanobacteria) can 
cause the pond scum sometimes 
seen in shallow, slow-moving 
water during the hot summer 
months. A large mass of blue- 
green algae is called a “bloom’. 
Despite their common name, 
blue-green algae have many 
different colors ranging from 
olive-green to red. Blooms can 
smell like cut grass or rotting 
garbage. 

Are blooms a problem? 
Blue-green algae and their 
blooms are a natural part of 
our waterways and have been 
around for hundreds of years. 

However, a few species of blue- 
green algae produce toxins. The 
group of toxins most often re- 
and humans are called micro- 
cystins. 

What are the health effects

Quinte Conservation advises local municipalities and the public that water levels on most 
area waterways have increased as a result of recent rainfalls to above normal levels for July. 

There is no threat of flooding anticipated at this time. However, Quinte Conservation cau- 
tions recreational users of waterways in the Moira, Napanee and Salmon River watersheds and 
their tributaries and lakes, to be aware that they will encounter higher than normal water lev- 
els and possibly unexpected currents. Waterfront property owners will want to ensure that 
their docks and boats are well secured. 

Higher than usual water levels can be expected to persist if the area continues to receive 
above normal rainfall. Water levels will begin to decline gradually later this week if forecast 
possible thunderstorms do not happen or pass through the area without leaving significant 


When forecasts call for the possibility of heavy downpours, Quinte Conservation advises 
that property owners in low-lying areas will want to ensure their sump pumps are in good 


Quinte Conservation monitors water. levels and weather fo 
casting and flood warning program. Anyone with concerns about water levels may call Quinte 
Conservation at 613-968-3434 or 613-354-3312. 

A Watershed Conditions Bulletin is issued to raise awareness about a change or potential 
change in conditions on local waterways.

Objections wa Petition 
to MTO Project for 
Highway 62

Centre Hastings - “There are plans to rebuild highway 62 
north of the 401 with five lanes from Farnham Rd and from 
Farnham Rd to Ashley St. into four lanes.”Ernie Parsons, 
Parliament Assistant for the Ministry of Transport added 
that the north part of highway 62 “would just be paved’, 
without the addition of lanes. 

However, he also agreed he knew of plans being made to 
add turning lanes to the northern part of highway 62 and 
that owners of the Anderson's Market at Ivanhoe had been in 
contact with him. He investigated the situation at the coun- 
try store, owned by Terry and Angela Anderson as well as 
across the road at the Ivanhoe Community Church. 

“I have not yet got the traffic volumes,” Parsons said that 
he checked out the two sites, adding, “the turning lane would 
be too close to the church...I looked at it. They have very 
valid concerns’ 

Parsons also indicated that he would be surprised if many 
cars would be using the turning lane on to Slab Road and 
suggested that a question mark be put beside implementation 
of turning lanes beside the Ivanhoe Church and Anderson 
Market. At the time of the interview, he said he had little in- 
formation on this as yet, but would be looking into the matter 
more closely, now that he has learned of the concerns. 

~ “There are a lot of safety issues, Co-owner of the Ivan- 
hoe Store said that they had lodged a “bump up” request, 
being a formal objection to the Ministry of Transportation 
as well as a letter of concern and invitation to the Minister 
for the Environment Leona Dombrowsky. 

The couple who bought the store last July said they have 
collected over 100 signatures of objection for the turning 
lanes with comments ranging from “unsafe, unnecessary” 
to “stupid and idiotic” 

“The MTO’s (Ministry of Transportation's) plans are to 
narrow the highway 1/4 metre, 14 inches on each side .... 
beginning before the mailboxes, the turning lane would 
cut over tapering, with the edge of the gutter 14 feet to the 
door,’ Angela Anderson explained the plans that would in- 
terfere not only with their business, but safety for children 
and customers.

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Myth of Gray Wolf deliberate 
attempt to mislead the public 


Public opinion, not scientific 
studies, appears to be fueling 
the Ontario governments latest 
sortie into wildlife management, 
claims the Canadian Outdoor 
Heritage Alliance. 

For years the animal rights 
activists and quasi-ecological 
groups have been insisting that 
the wolf population in Ontario is 
endangered and that rigid con- 
trols are needed on hunting and 
trapping in the province. 

The US secretary of the in- 
terior has just announced that 
the gray wolves imported from 
Canada have made such a strong 
comeback they should be re- 
moved from federal protection 
from Maine to the Dakotas. 

The myth of the endangered 
wolf was exploded once again 
at a recent meeting with On- 


tarios Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources, when it-was admitted 
that the estimated population 
of Northern Gray Wolves and 
Eastern Gray Wolves is healthy, 
growing, and in no danger. The 
only perceived danger is to the 
hybridization of the Eastern 
Gray Wolf through interbreed- 
ing with coyotes and the loss of 
territory due to its close proxim- 
ity to human expansion. 

Bob McQuay, Chairman of 
the Canadian Outdoor Heritage 
Alliance, a national organiza- 
tion that represents 230,000 
hunters, anglers, and trappers 
through its individual and cor 
porate member organizations 
from coast-to-coast, has tak 
en issue. He said that, “Much 
of the information fed to the 
general public over the years is 


totally false and is responsible 
for its obsession with “saving 
the wolves.
